but_no surplus 


How are they going to be 
fed? The answer Is that: they 
can be fed with the increased 
rate of food production that 
China hos kept up during the 
pust fve years, but quite 
clearly there isn't going to be a 
surplus. So the facts that 
China is facing are the simple 
and fundamental ones 
creasing agricultural production 
tnd seeing that the number of 
mouths to be fed doesn’t grow 
so fast that the increase isn’t 
Immediately swallowed up.

* Special increases in certain 
categorica (eg. Special 
Grade Translators). 

The effects of the new 
recommendations are to give 
junior unmarricd glericy. better 
pay and prospects, twill 
make very little difference to 
strdor married clerks with 
Comilles. 

A single junior clerk now 
drawing $400 per month will 
get, on the new rates, about 
$520—or n 30% Incrense, Bul 
a senior married clerk, now 
drawing $1,000 per month in 
pay and allowances, would get 
an increase of only 3%—$1,030 
per month,
